CHICAGO. GENERAL LINP. FAVORS 
|, Seccess of the Reduced Tariff of Two 
Cents for Short Haul May Lead to 
Further Reductions on Twenty-sec- 
ond Street Cars'— City Railway, 
 Nerth and West Side Officials Deny 
Any Idea of an Immediate Change 
Similar Move Regarded Probable. 


. The action of the Chicago General railway 
in. offering a two-cent fare on its branch 
lines and the immediate success of the inno- 
vation has suggested to the management 
the establishment of a new rate of fare at 
one cent a mile, with a maximum of five 
cents. It has also set the officials of the 
Chicago City railway and the Union Trac- 
tion company to thinking, though they say 
they have not seriously contemplated a re- 
duction. It is learned, however, that the 
matter has been considered by them and 
that they may follow the example of the 
Chicago General company on some of their 
shorter lines, 

That the establishment of the -cen 
fare means an increase rather than a de- 
crease in the matter of profits is vouched 
for by C. L. Bonney, Vice President of the 
Chicago General company. Mr. Bonney said 
yesterday that the reduction of fare had re- 
sulted in a marked increase in the number 
of passengers carried by his road and that 
the company had already ordered extra cars 
to meet the demands of Increased traffic. 

“We are convinced that. the. reductions 
will mean an increase rather than a de- 
crease of profits,” he said, “* and.I believe 
that at last the road can be put on a paying 
‘basis that will cOmpare favorably with the 
larger companies, which are charging a 
minimum fare of five cents.' So satisfied are 
we with the sticcess that our innovation is 
meeting with that we almost have decided 
to establish the new rate‘of fare on the main 
‘Twenty-second street line. We will ar- 
range a rate which will be. practica!'y 
one cent for a mile, and I believe that the 
results will justify our action, as they have 
certainly up to this time. 

“The main line. of the Chicago General 
but five miles long, and as the road has been 
receiving five cents for the five miles and as 
it runs through a district not entered by any 
competing lines, the probabilities are that 
the establishment of the rate of one cent a 
mile will mean only the increase of traffic 
without a decided falling off in the rate of 
fare per capita, as most of the passengers 
make the entire five-mile trip.” | 

Mr. Bonney declared that he was not cog- 
nizant of any reduction of the fare for short 
hauls on the other roads, but thought that 
it was likely the example set by his com- 
pany would be followed by the two large 
street railway companies. . 
The officials of the Chicago Union Trac- 
tion*company declared that there was no in- 
tention as yet of lowering the. rate of fare 
charged for short hauls. It-is said, how- 
ever that if either of the companies makes a 
reduction in rate of fare it will be on the 
one cent a mile basis rather than in any 
] general reduction from five to three cents: 
‘The establishment of the rate of one cent a 
mile may Mean a great increase of traffic 
for the company that makes it, inasmuch as 
many people who live but a short distance 
from the business center of the city now 
prefer to walk rather than to"pay the pres- 
ent fare of five cents,. If the reduction Is 
made, five cents probably will continue as 
the maximum rate of fare for long hauls. 

Ever since the organization of the. Chicago 
Union Traction company there has been talk 
of the establishment of a transfer system 
the North. to the West Side lines. When

stood that it was the intention: of the cap- 
italists interested to advocate some reform, 
and it Is probable that one of the first of 
these reforms will be the abolition of the 
high rate of fare for short hauls. There are 
at present several street car lines in the

“The natives are well satisfied with the 
work of the commission,” he said, “ and 
there is every disposition to codperate with 
the provisional government, but my iInvesti- 
gations confirm me in the belief that per-~ 
manently stable conditions cannot be hoped 
for so long as the tripartite rule prevails. 
As in the past there will be a disposition 
on- the part of the commissioners, Consuls, 
or whatever they may be called, to show 
active.interest in behalf of their respective 
governments. Theoretically, the conclusions 
of the commission are admirable, but I: do 
not believe they can be carried into prac- 
tical application. Permanently peaceful 
and stable conditions can only come to Sa- 
moa, I believe, when it is controlled by one 
nation. There is need of as prompt action 
as possible on the part of the three coun- 
tries in ratifying the recommendations mede 
by the commission. The natives are anx- 
lously waiting to see if this will be done, 
and any particular delay in the matter“is 
likely to cause some friction. 

“My investigations inspired me with 
shame for the part played by the. repre- 
sentatives of my country and America in 
the events which led up to the hostilities 
of last winter. It. seems to me that Justice 
Chambers and Consul Maxse tried to see 
just. how offensive they could make them- 
selves.to Consul Rose. They systematic- 
ally ignored him and pursued a line of con- 
duct that it is difficult to find any 
cation for. And Admiral Kauts, on the 
arrival of the Philadelphia, followed along 
in the same lines, seemingly making no 
attempt to ascertain the real condition of 
affairs. The letters which he and the Eng- 
lish naval officers sent to the Germans were 
enough to provoke the latter to retaliatory 
action. In my opinion the Germans showed 
@ patient and enduring spirit. 

“The bombardment was a farcical thing. 
Something like 2,000 shella were fired, and 
the only casualty resulting therefrom was 
the wrecking of the American consulate. 
Not a native was injured, and they quite en~ 
joyed the exhibition. They have a humorous 
song descriptive of that occasion, as weil 
as some of the other actions of the English 
and -Americans. They. are a wonderfully 
amiable people and seem to be without any 
spirit.of vindictiveness. So far as I could 
discover, they did not harbor the slight- 
est resentment against the Americans and 


English.

Ethan Allen said that he and his Green 
Mountain boys would “ take to the mount- 
ains and wage war on mankind” sooner 
than submit to foe That same in- 
domitable spirit actuates President Kruger 
and the Boers, whose spokesman and rep- 
resentative he is. He and bis people are 
menaced by “ a power to which for purposes 
of foreign conquest and subjugation Rome 
in the height of her glory is not to be com- 
pared,” but no word of apology.or surrender 
falls the lips of the President. He 
says that “ the burghers are willing to con- 
cede much for the sake of, peace,, but will 
never sacrifice their independence.” . He 
has, he says, given away much already— 
“he has given his jacket and trousers, and 
the only thing left was independence.”

When it seemed as if the Hollanders 
fighting for religious freedom against Philip 
and Alva would be overcome by numbers 
they resolved that, sooner than submit, they 
would cut the dikes, flood and destroy their 
country, take ship, and sail to some foreign 
shore. The Boers are not degenerate de- 
scendants of those Hollanders, They are 
ready to fight for their freedom, whatever

The alleged wrongs of the uitlanders are 
nothing to England except so far as they 
furnish an excuse for interfering in the do- 
mestic affairs of the Transvaal pnder the 
claim of suzerainty. President Kruger says 
that “if Mr. Chamberlain stood before the 
“countenance of God his own conscience 
“ must acknowledge there was no suzerain- 
“ty.” There is . The convention of 
1881 declared that aj) treaties negotiated 
by the Transvaal,must have the approval 
of Great Britain. That nation is not, how- 
ever, and has not been, the paramount 
power so far as the internal affairs of the 
small republic are concerned. en Mr. 
Gladstone restored the independence of the 
Transvaa) he was not an “Indian giver.” 
He reserved no right to dictate to the Trans- 
vaal the enactment of legislation designed 
to deprive it of independence.

The free sliver agitation 
of 1806 pulled them down to twenty-one 
millions. Thanks to the defeat of Bryan and 
the advent of prosperity, the savings de- 
posits increased rapidly and were nearly 
forty and a half millions last June. In two

in amount. In #890 the total deposits in the 
Chicago State banks were thirty-five and 
three-quarter millions. Last June they were 
$136,800,000. During the same period the 
deposits in the Chicago national banks rose 
from ninety-four and one-half millions to 
$215,900,000. The panic of 1898 and the Bryan 
campaign: of 1896 cut down commercial de- 
posits temporarily as they did savings de- 
posits, but there was a prompt recovery 
after the panic and the campaign were over. 
The total deposits of both State and national 
banks in this city last June were $352,700,000.

There is but one corrective for this 
endency, and that is constant experimenta- 
tion, by “which methods are checked up 
and revalued. Fixity of processes belongs 
properly to no department of human ef- 
fort, and least of all to education, Its 
rpetual readaptation should epitomize 
the entire circle of-ceaseless social changes, 
end its method of keeping thus up to 
date must be*that of constant scientific 
test and exploration. Thus, and thus only, 
may mechanical uniformity and crudeness 
‘in a graded system be checked. 
The decision of the School board, there- 
fore, to establish a bureau of scientific 
pedagogy and child study is to be com- 
mended, The object of this bureau, as 
of, any scientific effort, will be to pro- 
mote a closer adjustment of educational 
methods to the actual conditions of 
children. For example, it is not infre 
quent that a child is considered dull, when, 
‘In| fact, he is merely suffering from de- 
fective sight or hearing. The physical 
conditions of children require more ex- 
pert attention than they have received. 
Then the diversity of physical, mental, 
and moral capacity found among children 
~-aggravated as it is in Chicago by diversi- 
ty of nationality—thé ‘problem of delin- 
quents, the proper succession of studies 
corresponding to age, and the wisest divi-

importance, not only as an article of food, 
but as raw material from which at least 
twenty manufactured compounds are pro- 
duced. If the corn crop promises to be 
the greatest on record, it is also true that 
the demand for corn will be equally as 


thousand Western prairies are the signal 
to all the world that King Corn has come 
again into his own. ed 
One of the most important recent develop- 
ments is the use of corn in the manufacture 
of smokeless powder. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of gallons of distilled spirits, made 
from corn, have already been used by the 
great governments in making the new ex- 
plosive and, until universal disarmament 
becomes more than a dream, the demand 
for corn for this purpose must constant- 
ly increase. In this view of the case an 
increase in standing armies will be of value 
to the farmer, who may also look at the in- 
creased military activity in the far East 
and in Europe without regret, | 
More important still to the farmer is 
the fact that twenty articles of commerce 
are produced from corn, Some of these 
corn products promise to attain wide use, 
and their manufacture may develop into 
important new industries.- Here is the list 
of manufactured products for which corn 


furnishes the raw material: 4 
Mixing glucose, British gum, t 
Crystal glucose, Granulated gum, 
Special sugar, — Corn oll cake, i 
Pear! starch, Rubber substitute,

Every particle of the grain, including 
the cob, is manufactured into some useful 
product, A market is found among re- 
finers of table syrups, brewers, leather 


ers, druggists, cotton and paper mills, paper 
box makers, mucilage and giue makers, 
table oil and lubricating oil mixers, shade 
cloth manufacturers, paint grinders, manu- 
facturere of fiber. This long list gives an 
idea of the large number of important 
industries which are now dependent to an 
extent on the product of Western corn 
fields, 
Greatest in the promise of future develop- 
ment is;the use of a.corn. product as a 
substitute for rubber. This new rubber, 
which is made from the waste of ordinary 
corn, will, it is predicted, soon be used in 
the manufacture of all rubber goods, and, 
it is expected, will cheapen the price of those 
goods 25 per cent, It can be produced, so 
its inventors claim, for 6 cents a pound and, 
in connection with an equal quantity of 
Para rubber, can be used in the produc- 
tion of all classes of rubber articles. — 
In addition to the above comparatively 
new uses for corn it should not be forgot- 
ten that the Indian corn propaganda is 
doing good work, both in this country and 
abroad, in demonstrating the great value 
of corn as a food.

This, he deciared, 


Some of Otis’ Reports Stified. 
“General Otis had complained of the

LAWTON’S PRAISE OF FILIPINOS. 


Says They Are Brave, Ingenious, and 
Industrious—He Hopes to See 


New York, Bept. 8,—[Special.]—In the cur- 
rent number of the Congregationalist, Bos- 
ton, the Rev. Peter MacQueen, who has been 
in the Philippines for the last year in service 
with the army, quotes General Lawton as 
saying: 

“The Filipinos are a fine set of soldiers. 
They are far better than the Indians. ‘The 
latter never fight unless they have the abso- 
lute advantage. The Tagala are what I 
would call a civilized race. They are good 
mechanics, imitative—they manufacture 
everything. They have arsenals and car- 
tridge factories and powder mills. They can 
manufacture everything they need. There 
is a rude arm they are getting the knack of 


making | 

“* Taking everything into consideration, the 
few facilities they have, the y draw- 
backs, they are an ingenious and artistic 
race, And taking into account the disad- 
vantages they have to fight against in arms, 
equipmem, and military discipline, without 
artillery, short of ammunition, powder in- 
ferior, shells reloaded until they are defec- 
tive, inferior in every particular of equip- 
ment and supplies, they are the bravest men 
I have ever seen. | 

*“ The Filipinos are not military by nature. 
They are rather domestic in tastes and 
habits, peace-loving, andindustrious. Nine- 
tenths of the people of the islands will 
strongly favor peace, even at the ex seof 
some of their theories, wishes, a hopes. 
I believe that with a liberal government such 
as the United States can and will establish 
they will be a peaceable, thrifty, peo- 
ple. I believe that it wase great misfortune 
that we were not able to give them a chance 
to sample our government before hostilities 

“The only thing we have to fear is from 
ambitious youths who want to obtain con- 
trol for financial reasons that they may 
practice what the Spanish have taught them. 

“ Among the Filipinos there are many cul- 
tured people, who would ornament society 
anywhere in the worldé—women who have 
studied and traveled, men who have a good 
education and a fine brain. Take them as a 
class, there can as many of them read and 
write as the inhabitants in many places in 
America.

There is plenty of it in North America. All 
nations are treacherous, moreorless. Some 
men and nations have treachery trained out 
of them more than others. 

“ What we want is to stop this accursed 
war.

Residents in Michigan’ Avenue Com-
